Charleston and A tlanta Hear N othing or 
an Earthquake and the Terrible Strain

The usual trem or which occurs al­ 
most every tw enty -four hours was not felt, 
lor were there any signs of the meteorolog­ 
ical disturb ances predicted b y the Canadian 
prophet.

The 
circular also accuses the Bulgarians of acts in 
defiance of discipline, of b urning Russian 
flags, of b urning and otherwise destroy ing 
tho insignia of Bk George, wherever found, 
and of showing m any other evidences of dis­ 
respect to t h ; czar and his government. Rus­ 
sia, the circular say s, can not allow the trial 
b y court m artial, or otherwise, of the con­ 
spirators whose acts compelled the ab dication 
of Prince Alexander; nor will she perm it 
Prince Alexander to return to Bulgaria. 
It is understood tha t in view of the tone of 
this circular, which has b een widely circu­ 
lator 1 b y Russian agents, the governm ent 
of Bulgaria will resist to the last the dem ands 
contained in the czar’s ultim atum of which 
Gen. Kuulb ars was the b earer. 
Russia’s menace, contained in her ultim a­ 
tum, that she will not give her sanction to 
the projsjsal of a candiilate to succeed Prince 
Alexander, unless the Bulgarian elections are 
postponed, is construed here to foreshadow 
the intention of the czar’s governm ent to im ­ 
pede the election of a new prince.

The ailment proved to I * the passage of gall 
stones. 
She suffered terrible agony during 
several days, and on Aug. 30 her suffering 
seemed to increase. 
The agony caused by the 
passage of the gall stones seemed to pierce 
her very vitals, and the cold sweat came on 
and with one last convulsion she sank down 
to death. 
Her eyes were fixed and glassy, 
the heart stopped beating. 
Not the faintest 
pulse could be detected. 
The tongue clung 
to the roof of her mouth, and her form grew 
cold. 
The physician informed her husband 
and family that she was dead. 
While the household was hushed in the 
presence of death, save the solw of the weep­ 
ing friends, her physician, inspired by an 
idea, hastily prepared a hypodermic injection 
of about ten drops of nitroglycerine.

of a few hours the patient’s eyes kindled with 
intelligence, and she spoke the name of one 
who stooped over her.

Plwov « *ry th at m ay Vastly Im prov e 
th e M lcroscopo-T lio Pn» » if>llitie» . 
T h at a roeenfc wonderful « lisrov ery in m i­ 
croscopy h as not been ev en noted in th e public 
press m ay be cited as proof of th e general 
apath etic tendency as regards scientific m at­ 
ters. 
Th o microscope h as always been re­ 
garded as a wonderful instalm ent, but by th e 
discov ery of an entirely new kind of glass 
lately its powers are increased to an incredible 
degree. 
It was in th e year 1878 th at I)r. 
Abbey read a paper before th e South K en­ 
sington association, in England, in wh ich be 
strongly set forth h is ideas th at it was jk>s- 
sibl© th at a new kind of glas?: m igh t bo made 
wh ich would increase th e power of th e m icro 
scope. 
In th e year 1881 h o and Dr. Scott, a 
celebrated ch emist, ix*gan to experim ent in 
th o totVn of W itten, in W estph alia. 
Th eir 
funds gav e cut in 1883, h owev er, before th ey 
h ad obtained any rem arkable results from 
th eir experiments, but lioth were so sanguine 
of m aking a beneficial discov ery, if th ey h ad 
funds to continue th eir work, th at th o Prus­ 
sian gov ernm ent was induced to giv e $1,500 
for th e continuation of experiments. 
Profea­ 
sor Ablxiy an« l Dr. Scott th en erected a 
laboratory in Germany, a t th o works of Carl 
Zeiss, a m anufacturer of instrum ents use« l by 
scientists. 
Th ey tried nearly all known ele­ 
ments, and it was only about six month s ago 
th at th eir long labor was crowne« ! with suc­ 
cess, wh ich will make th em famous in th e 
h istory of science. 
Th e ordinary glass contains six substances. 
Th e new gloss made by Professor Abbey and 
Dr. Scott contains fourteen. 
Th e most es­ 
sential elements of wh ich it is composed aro 
ph osph orus an« i boron, neith er of wh ich is 
used in common glass. 
W ith th o old glass 
th e full power of th e microscope was th e dis­ 
cernm ent of th e one-fiv e-h iindre<i-th ousandth 
part of an inch , and with th e new glass it is 
claimed th at th o one-two-h undml-and-four- 
million-sov en-h undred-th ousandth 
j>art 
of 
an inch can lx» distinguish ed. 
Th is certainly 
seems incredible, but positiv e assurance of its 
truth is giv en by parties wh o h av e tested 
Professor Abbey’s and Dr. Scott’s new instru­ 
m ent 
W h en th o discov ery was first made Carl 
Zei.ss, th e m anufacturer, in wh ose place th e 
experimentalists h ad worked, was in fav or of 
getting out a patent, so th at th e discov ery 
migh t ] >rov o a most profitable one, but th e 
fact of th e experiments h av ing been conducted 
with funds supplied by th o Prussian gov ern­ 
ment prev ented th o discov erers from m aking 
it a priv ate enterprise, and compels th em to 
make it a public benefit. 
Th o difference 1m?- 
fcweeu th e new and th e old glass consists in th e 
refraction of ligh t. 
Th o glass is not on th e 
m arket yet, but will be v ery sh ortly. 
It w ill 
be used entirely for h igh power instruments. 
Th e benefits to bo deriv ed from th e discov ery 
can h ardly lie estimated. 
It will, of course, 
be of great v alue in microscopic ph otograph }’.
